COLONEL HOUSE SEES
NO CHANCE FOR PEACE

President Wilson's IFriend,
Back From Europe, Reports
War Feeling Is Unchanged.

ROSLIN, L. I, Juns 4.

Colonel . M. House, who slipped down
here yesterday as soon as he got back
from his four montha' stay abroad, sald
that he saw no chiance for pence i Ku-
rope. Moreover, he asserted that the
United Statas “never had the Jjob of
pencemaker'” and he denied that his trip
had been undertaken ag President Wil-
pon's unofficlal envoy on a mission of
pence, Colonel House brought to an end
an interview durlng which he declined to
answaer many questions and smiled awny
many othern by saying when asked |f ha
would accept the place of Becretary of
Btate, that it hadn't been offered to him.

The Colongl never for & minute ahook
the bellef of hin Interviewers that he was
the PFresldent's personal representative
ebrond, and & close one, too.
